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Referendum Vote suteal WLS on Sat eaue 


Growing public controversy about 
the issue of casino and racetrack gam- 
bling has led the Romulus City Council 
to consider areferendum onthe subject. 
An upcoming study session — sched- 
uled for 6 p.m. on Monday, October 6, in 
the Council Chambers at Romulus City 
Hall (11111 Wayne Road at Goddard) — 
will give Council a chance to discuss 
possible ballot language and other con- 
cerns before making a decision. 

Bringing matters to a head was 
Congressman John D. Dingell's July 18 
introduction of House Resolution 2793, 
a bill that would allow the Sault Ste. 
Marie Tribe of Chippewa Indians to ac- 
quire land in Romulus and use it for 
casino gaming. Although Mayor Alan R. 
Lambert knew of the: bill, which was 
introduced at his request, atleast some 
City Council members were unaware of 
its existence until local resident James 
Rarey mentioned it during a September 
2 public meeting about the Metro World 
Center development proposed for land 
west of Vining between |-94 and Ecorse 
Road. 

Of those who were unaware, atleast 
two— Debbie Romak and Charles Miller 
— were upset by the news. 

"I'm not personally opposed to gam- 
ing in the City, but this is a decision that 
should be made by the citizens of Romu- 
lus, not by state or federal officials," 
Romak said.

According to Romak, an agreement 
drawn up between then-Governor John 
Engler and the Sault Chippewa would 
allow the tribe to pursue land (and, there- 
fore, casino gaming) here in Romulus, 
but require approval from City govern- 
mentor City voters before such a project 
could move ahead. She fears, however, 
that Congressman Dingell's bill, if 
passed, would take Romulus out of the 
decision-making loop entirely. 

"It won't matter that we currently 
have an ordinance against casino gam-

bling,” she said. “An Indian tribe is a 
sovereign nation; it won't be required to 
adhere to local ordinances." 

Because of Romak’'s staunch belief 
that the City's residents deserve to bea 
part of the decision-making process, 
she has asked her Council colleagues 
to consider putting the gambling ques- 
tion to the voters. 

"l'Iltake my direction from the people 
of Romulus," said Romak. "It's time that 
we all learned what they really want.”

City Council Tables Metro World PDA Vote

Instead of approving a first reading 
of a proposed Planned Development 
Area (PDA) agreement for Metro World 
Center, the Romulus City Council voted 
to table the item at its regular meeting of 
Monday, September 8. 

Metro World's developers — who 
have been working with the City admin- 
istration since October of 2002, when 
they first filed their PDA application — 
appeared before the Planning Commis- 
sion in February 2003. After considering 
the project, which would involve the de- 
velopment of 556 acres of land west of 
Vining between I-94 and Ecorse Road, 
the PC voted unanimously to recom- 
mend the project to City Council. After 
further negotiations, Metro World spokes- 
men appeared before the Council on 
September 2 to discuss their proposal. 


During that study session, Council 
was told that the PDA negotiated be- 
tween Metro World and City planners 
would give the City a number of advan- 
tages, which included: 
¢ "rationalized" (rather than piecemeal) 
development, and 

* more open space and higher stan- 
dards for features like parking, light- 
ing, signage, and landscaping, than 
are currently required under existing 
ordinances. 
Following Metro World's presenta- 
tion, Council members raised a number 
of concerns involving the PDA. Two of 
the strongest were road related: 
¢ the realignment of Wick from Vining 
to Wayne roads, and . 

e the use of Tax Increment Finance 
Authority (TIFA) funds to pay forsome 
future road developments. 


Council members were told thatthe 
PDA's proposed realignment of Wick 
would begin at Vining, where it would 
veer north, run between the two lakes 
that are part of what is now Shady 
Hollow golf course, and then turn sharply 
north again to exit on Wayne Road near 
Cory Elementary School. Under the 
PDA, Council would have no input on 
the exact course of the realigned road, 
but it would retain the power to decide 
whether to connect the current Vining- 
to-Wayne stretch to the realigned Wick, 
or turn it into a cul-de-sac. 

Among those unhappy with this pro- 
posal was Councilwoman Debbie 
Romak, who expressed her reluctance 
to give up Council authority regarding 
the actual course of the realigned road. 
she asked Metro World representatives

girls: Alyssia, an eighth-grader at Romu- 
lus Middle School, and Briana, a fifth- 
grader at Barth Elementary. | promised 
them apuppy a year ago. We wentto the 
Romulus Animal Shelter and put our 
names on the wish list, but had no luck 
getting one. 

A year later, | was atthe shelter with 
my best and dearest friend, Vanessa, 
whowas doing volunteer work and bring- 
ing them extra supplies. While | was 
there, |sawthe most beautiful, innocent 
puppy. He was so good and well man- 
nered. We went back daily to check on 
him and, as fate would have it, we were 
able to adopt him. We fell in love with him 
instantly and he quickly became a part 
of our family. We named him Buster. 

Without any warning, Buster be- 
came very ill. On Labor Day, he became 
worse. When Tuesday came, we rushed 
him to Willowood Acres Veterinary Clinic. 
They examined Buster right away and 
determined that he had parvo. Because 
of our finances, we were given the op- 
tion of treating our puppy athome, under 
the vet's advice, to try to save the life of 
this little guy who was not ready to give 
up the fight. Vanessa gave him round- 
the-clock care, but on Wednesday he 
took aturn for the worse, and we thought 
that he would have to be put to sleep. 

After long conversations with our 
vets at WAVC, we had newhope, and we 
committed Buster to their care rather 
than put him to sleep. They helped our 
dog beat this deadly disease, and he is 
now back home and well on the road to 





recovery. Unfortunately, the bill for sav- 
ing Buster's life totaled $1,068.75, and 
that is much more than | can afford to 
pay.

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Grant-funded "Reading First" Program Now ee 


The Romulus Community Schools 
is already putting its new two-year/$3- 
million “Reading First" grant to work. 

Under the grant program, all district 
students in grades kindergarten through 
three will take part in daily 2.5-hour 
blocks of reading and reading-related 
instruction. The program will be coordi- 
nated by Reading First facilitator Betsy 
MacLeod, who will work closely with six 
literacy coaches: Pat Adams, who will 
be assigned to Barth Elementary School; 
Barb Jaszcz, Cory Elementary; Candy 
Walters, Halecreek Elementary; Tiffany 
Markavich, Merriman Elementary; Pia 
Chasney, Romulus Elementary; and Lisa 
Zeleji, Wick Elementary. 

During the summer, district Curricu- 
lum director Tom Dolan met with Mac- 
Leod and the coaches to go over pro- 
gram objectives. The coaches also un- 
derwent extensive training sessions that 
stressed the six elements of the Reaa- 
ing First program: phonemic awareness, 
_ fluency, vocabulary, phonic instruction, 
comprehension, and writing.

Additional professional development 
activities included familiarization with 
the new Houghton-Mifflin textbook se- 
ries, the Saxon Phonics System, and 
the Literacy Essentials for Teachers of 
Reading and Spelling program. 

Finally, the coaches received a thor- 
ough grounding inthe program's assess- 
menttools, such as the Dynamic Indica- 
tors of Basic Early Literacy Skills—atest 
given three times a year (September, 
January, and May) to help determine 
students' skill strengths and weaknesses 
and provide an overall progress report. 

Students will also take the lowa Test 
of Basic Skills each spring in order to 
see how their achievement compares 
with that of other students nationwide.

When contacted by The Romulus 
News, Mayor Lambert said that he, too, 
welcomes public input on the subject of 
gambling. 

"| hear from residents on both sides 
of this issue daily,” he explained. "| have 
always conducted an open-door policy 
and firmly believe that our residents 
have the right to voice their concerns on 
any issue. 

"Members of the City administra- 
tion will continue to administer an effec- 
tive public relations program, which en- 
courages open lines of communication 
between Romulus residents and City 
officials," Lambert added. 

Asked why he urged Congressman 
Dingell to introduce HR 2793, the mayor 
replied, "| took my direction from Reso- 
lution 03-163, which was passed by the 
City Council on April 14, 2003. It states 
that the City supports the development 
of acasino in Romulus because it would 
spur beneficial economic growth, create 
jobs, andincrease government revenue. 

"After studying the matter and talk- 
ing with members of the Sault Chippewa 
tribe, |have come to agree that acasino 
would bring these benefits to Romulus," 
Lambert continued. "It's estimated that 
the City would get about $6 million annu- 
ally from a casino's electronic gaming 

revenues, andthatacasino/convention 


center complex could generate 3,500 to 
4,000 jobs with an average salary of 
$40,000 a year." 

Although Lambert said that Resolu- 
tion 03-163 led him to believe that he 
was following the City Council's wishes 
in pursuing a casino deal for Romulus, 
Councilwoman Romak strongly dis- 


_ agrees about its contents and intent. 


"We passed that resolution in order 
to explore the possibility of gaming in 
Romulus," she explained. "It clearly

PDA before seeking Council's approval. 

The idea of TIFA funds being used 
to develop additional roads was strongly 
~ opposed by Councilman Bill Crova, who 
urged Metro World to consider dropping 
that from the PDA, as well. 

When Daniel Share, spokesperson 
for the developer, returnedto Councilon 
September 8, Metro World had not 
changed its position on either road is- 
sue. However, Share did give verbal 
assurances that some other City re- 
quests — such as the donation of a 
parcel of land for public use — would be 
honored. He asked the Council to sup- 
port the Metro World Center project by 
voting to approve a first reading of the 
PDA that evening. 

But no such vote was forthcoming. 

_ “Iimailittle disappointed that we wait 
until the night of the meeting and get 
verbal commitments to questions that 
we asked — especially when we're deal- 
ing with a document that's as important 
as this is," said Crova. "And I'm not 
comfortable just hearing some state- 
ments that you've made without seeing 
these things in writing."
